The Fourth District Court of 
Appeals unanimously overturned a 
summary judgment against Florida 
Sugar growers in a class-action suit 
brought by sugarcane cutters 

The trial court had previously 
granted summary judgement for 
the cane cutters agreeing with their 
claim that-the contract uhambigu- 
ously required that the workers 
would be paid the hourly Adverse 
Effect Wage Rate (AEWR) times 
the number of tons cut rather than 
to be paid a task rate as argued by 
the sugar companies.

The most susceptible 
are persons with light skin, 
compromised immune systems, 
of those who have previously 
had skin cancer. Any extensive 
sunburn in early childhood is 
particularly dangerous. (Now I 
know why my mother used to 
get so upset when I came home 
from a day at the beach, liter- 
ally cooked, with huge water 
blisters all over my body!!) 

Use tightly woven clothing 
and a broad-brimmed hat to 
protect your skin from the sun, 
as well as the sunscreen prod- 
ucts that fect both ultraviolet 
A and B radiation. If you have 
any “suspicious” spots, ask 
your doctor about them and, 
above all, don't wait and think 
they are harmless.

Our part of Florida, however, 
tends to be a bit wetter than 
the state average. Our average 
rainfall for the year is just over 
60 inches-5 feet of water. 
Showers and thunderstorms 
are a daily weather feature 
from May to October. 

You would think with all this 
water falling from the sky that 
the last thing we have to worry 
about is a drought. Think 
again. Droughts are as much a 
part of Florida's climate as 
thunderstorms and sunshine. 

Take the 1980's, for example. 
It was a decade that saw one of 
the worst droughts in south 
,Florida's history. It was hot 
‘and it was dry. Brush fires 
were common. In fact, smoké 
from one brush fire was appar- 
ently the cause of a 32-vehicle 
crash on the interstate. 

How does a drought develop 
in.one of the wettest places in 
the world? One of the primary 
methods is through something 
called subsidence. Subsidence 


is a meteorological term that : 


describes a. continuous sinking 
of air from the upper levels in 
the atmosphere to the surface. 

What does that have to do 
with drought? Subsidence pre- 
vents those huge thunder- 
storms from~forming. In fact, 
subsidence can stop clouds 
from developing. -
